Let the Dipper Be 
Your Guide 



Believe it or not, the most 
familiar constellation in the sky , 
the Big Dipper, is your guide to 
finding your way around the 
upcoming spring sky. 

To locate the Big Dip- 
per simply look northeast after 
sunset, and one will find the 
bowl in the sky with it s handle 
pointing straight to the ground. 
The two end stars of the bowl 
are often referred to as the 
"pointer stars." By drawing an 
imaginary line through these 
two stars and following it to the 
left one will come to the North 



Star or Polaris. 

The North Star is on the 
end of the handle of the Little 
Dipper and is a great way to 
orient oneself at night since 
Earth's axis points to this star. 

Follow the line through 
the ""pointer stars" to the right, 
and one comes to spring's most 
familiar constellation, Leo, the 
lion. 

If one goes back to our 
guide, the Big Dipper, around 
10 p.m., two additional spring 
constellations, Bootes and Virgo, 
can be easily located. This time 



follow the curve of the handle 
away from the bowl, and one 
will first come to the star Arctu- 
rus and then the star Spica. 
Arcturus is the brightest star in 
the constellation Bootes, the 
herdsman, and Spica is the 
brightest in Virgo, the young 
maiden. An easy way to re- 
member this directions is the 
saying "follow the arc of the 
handle to Arcturus and put a 
spike in Spica!" 

Keep looking up, find 
your night time guide, the Big 
Dipper, and have fun locating 
several of spring's constella- 
tions!

After 46 films, five Broadway 
shows (including originating the role of 
Bobby in the now-legendary production 
of Company, more than twenty years of 
television, Jones had written his autobi- 
ography. Under Running Laughter. His 
recent stage work includes starring as 
Capon Andy in Hal Prince's epic tour- 
ing production of Show Boat, where he 
played to SRO crowds and rave reviews 
across the country. Jones was named a 
"Disney Legend" in 1998, thanks to his 
many starring roles at that studio.

Crofton 
explains that the examination process is 
quite rigorous, with 25-45-minute rou- 
tines with individual dancers.

"Many of our pieces are 
modem, and we also do folk, and 
historical dances. But all are under the 
primary focus of ballet." 

"Shelton State's dance program 
is part of the college' s overal I commit- 
ment to quality instruction," com- 
mented Shelton President Rick Rogers. 
"Shelton students have participated in 
the examination program since 1 989."

vices (WAEMS). 

"It's relevant to everyday 
life. If a student is interested in 
any part of the healthcare indus- 
try, it gives them a good founda- 
tion in medical terminology and 
patient care. Even if they aren't 
interested in healthcare, the 
knowledge they gain gives them 
a sense of confidence in emer- 
gency settings."

real life experiences in medi- 
cine — things like how to take a 
patient medical history and learn- 
ing not to be afraid of sticking 
people with needles." Getting 
his paramedic license proved to 
beneficial in other ways. "I made 
a lot of good contacts which 
made it easier to find a job when 
I finished med-school and I paid 
for my undergraduate classes by 
working as a medic." 

Edgar Calloway, opera- 
tions director for Northstar 
Emergency Medical Services, 
Inc., has a different perspective. 
Due to the industry growth in the 
past 1 5 years, he sees career op- 
portunities for paramedics. 'The 
salary structure has more than 
doubled in the past 10 years and 
is comparable with some degree 
professions," Calloway said. 
"There are better benefit pack- 
ages and opportunities for ad- 
vancement that weren't there 15 
years ago." Callaway received 
his paramedic license in 1986. 

When asked who should 
take an EMT course. Program 
Director Mike Coakley enthusi- 



astically replied. 'This course 
is for everyone, coaches, teach- 
ers and physical therapists. It's 
the best first aid course they'll 
ever take." 

Minimum entry require- 
ments to enroll in an EMT class 
are to be 1 8 years of age, or an 
accelerated high school student. 
Paramedic entry requirements 
include an EMT license and 
college level scores in math and 
English on the Compass Exam. 

The EMT course grants 
nine credit hours while the para- 
medic training awards 47 credit 
hours. Average cost is approxi- 
mately $53 percredit hour. The 
Program in Emergency Medi- 
cine is accredited by the Com- 
mittee on Accreditation of Al- 
lied Health Programs, and is a 
division of the Alabama Fire 
College. During 2001, the Pro- 
gram in Emergency Medicine 
trained 103 EMTs and 93 para- 
medics. 

So, is it a launching pad or 
a destination? It can be what- 
ever the student wants it to be.
